New Tork, April G.—With the for- 


mal declaration by Cuba of a state of 
war with Germany, the Cuban govern- 
ment following the course of the United 
States intends to seize three German 
ships now in Havana harbor. This 
was announced today by the Republic 
of Cuba News bureau here, a Cuban 
government agency.

Washington, D. C., April 6.—Measures to make ready for actual 


hostilities with Germany went forward swiftly today at the war and 
navy departments, and President Wilson, issued a statement urging a 
prompt enactment of the general staff's army plans to be taken up to- 
morrow by the house military committee. 


Complete mobilization of the navy was ordered by Secretary 


Daniels after the cabinet meeting. The naval militia and naval re- 
serves totalling nearly 15,000 men will join the colors within two or 
three days. Every preliminary arrangement has been made. 


Mobilization means the immediate organization of the coast pa- 


trol service and the taking over of the swift, privately owned motor 
craft already enrolled. 


Under the call for the reserves scores of retired naval officers are 


starting to posts previously selected for them to relieve every active 
officer now on shore duty and whose services can be spared. The 
active men will go to the fleet, active and reserve, and to merchant 
craft already surveyed and listed, and to be drafted into the federal 
service. 


In the war department further moves toward mustering a great

BUILDING A HOTBED. 


Valuable Aid to Getting An Early 6tart 


With Vegetables. 


"As nn adjunct to Uia growing of 


vegetables U«s hotbed Is almost Juval- 
uable," says Professor M. F. Ahearu, 
Kansas Agricultural college. 
"It en- 


ables the gardener to grow croos thut 
require a, long season to mature, such 
UH tomatoes, celery, pc-ppc • und egg 
pluntH. The hoi bed also may be used 
to advantage in starting earlj- cab- 


I bitge, onion, cucumber aut' uiuskinelou 


I plants. 


"Hotbeds may be constructed In a 


number of way?. 
One of the most 


common and serviceable is tho pit 
method. The liotlw1. shou'd be placed 
on tho south side of a building or oth- 
er good windbreak. 
Care should be 


taken that it has good drainage. Three 
feet by six feet is a convenient size 
for a sash and as many of them are 
used ns desired. The frame should be 
twelve to fifteen inches high at the 
twit arid eight to ten inchoH in front 
The sash may be glass or muslin. 


"The heat for hotbeds Is commonly 


oupplled by the fermentation of horse 
immure. That from highly fed horses 


i la desirable. Straw to tho amount of 


from one-third to one-half of tho mix- 
ture should be added, as the manure 
will not heat If it is too solid. 
It 


should be piled In a long, narrow, 
square topped pile and If very dry 
should be moistened. 


"Jf the weather la cold and the ma- 


nure does not ferment readily add a 
little hen manure or warm waler to 
one part of the pile. 
In order to'In- 


sure uniform fermentation 
tho 
pile 


should be turned occasionally n:ic! all 
lumps broken. When the pile is steam- 
Ing throughout, which, la usually ia 
from ten to twelve days, it is ready 
for use. 


"Dig a pit two to three feet deep, de- 


pending on the time of j-ear the bed 
Is to be used, and the sarao size as the 
bed desired. 
For common use, such 


as growing eai'ly tomatoes, radishes 
and lettuce, early in March is the tlrno 
to start tho hotbed. 
Hotbeds prepared 


after the flrst week in March should 
have nn eighteen inch pit. 


"Upon the boltom of the pit place » 


layer of straw or leaves two or three 
Inches deep. 
Next, place n layer of 


the fermented 
manure eighteen or 


twenty inches thick. 
Above this put 


a layer of loam soil four to eight inches 
deep In which the plants aro to "i>« 
grown."
